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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-12 are witlidrawn from furtlier consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected claims, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on March 22, 2010. 
Claim Objections 

Claims 16-18 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

Claims 16-18 are in improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject 
matter of non-elected claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 
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2. Ascertaining tlie differences between the prior art and tlie claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 



Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over 
GB1 227255 (PTO-1449) in view of USP5087304 to Chang et al. 



GB1 227255 discloses the features including extruding magnesium base alloy 
(AZ31 B) at 480°C with extruding speed less than 12 m./min (page 1 , lines 1 1-23) except 
for the reduction rate and internal piercing mandrel. However, Chang discloses 
conventional extrusion ratio ranges from 12 to 20 (col. 4, lines 18-20) in the same field 
of endeavor or the analogous metallurgical art. It is contemplated within ambit of 
ordinary skill artisan that higher reduction rate can be done at higher extruding 
temperature and slower extruding speed. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art of the cited references at the time the invention was made 
to extruding at conventional speed and reduction rate because the set forth benefits and 
function entail the motivation of one skilled in the art to make a claimed compound, in 
the expectation that compounds similar in structure will have similar properties (See 
GB1 227255, page 1, lines 20-22). In re Venner, 120 USPQ 193 (CCPA 1958), In re 
LaVerne, et al., 108 USPQ 335, and In re Aller, et al., 105 USPQ 233. In re Gyurik, 596 
F.2d 1012, 1018, 201 USPQ 552, 557 (CCPA 1979); See In re May, 574 F.2d 1082, 
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1094, 197 USPQ 601, 611 (CCPA 1978) and In re Hoch, 57 CCPA 1292, 1296, 428 
F.2d 1341, 1344, 166 USPQ 406, 409 (1970). 

The annealing limitation in claim 17 without defining any condition reads on 
workpiece heat by residual heat after hot extrusion. 

With respect of the apparatus "press having ram internal piercing mandrel" 
limitation in claim 1 , It is well settled that method or process is an act or a series of acts 
and from the standpoint of patentability must distinguish over prior art in terms of steps. 
Ex parte Forsyth and Hancher, 151 USPQ 55, 55. Unless structure affects method 
steps. In re Leesona Corp., 185 USPQ 156. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The above rejection relies on the reference(s) for all the teachings expressed in 
the text(s) of the references and/or one of ordinary skill in the metallurgical art would 
have reasonably understood or implied from the text(s) of the reference(s). To 
emphasize certain aspect(s) of the prior art, only specific portion(s) of the text(s) have 
been pointed out. Each reference as a whole should be reviewed in responding to the 
rejection, since other sections of the same reference and/or various combinations of the 
cited references may be relied on in future rejection(s) in viewof amendment(s). 

All recited limitations in the instant claims have been met by the rejections as set 
forth above.
